Red (,'ross foreign relief program. 

Prepared for Emergencies 
For disaster relief the Red Cross 
has set aside $750,<XX), and for emer¬ 
gencies iu Chapter work l.'WXl.OOO 
to be available for domestic, insular 
and foreign demands. This Is more 
than $;!y5,0(X) above last year’s expen¬ 
ditures. For service and assistance 
to the 3,800 Chapters and tlielr 
brunches $l,‘2y8,000 Is provided by tbe 
National organization. 

Other budget items of Importance 
in the domestic program Include $200,- 
fX)0 for assistance to other organiza¬ 
tions and education Institutions for 
training Red Crvss nurses and work¬ 
ers; $iy0.tX)0 for Roll Call assi.stain e 
furnished to Chapters; $11XJ,0 i.po for 
unforeseen contlngeiiiies. 

Of the total budget less than $500,- 
000 Is allotted for management In the 
National organization. No cash esti¬ 
mate, of course, U possible to weigh 
Bie value of the service by volunteers 
in the Chapters.

16x16, using one-thiril clover seed and 
two-thinls blue gra.ss and sowing each 
.separately. ., 

After the seed has been sown, the 
surface should be lightly raked over 
so that the seed will be partially cov¬ 
ered with earth. Then, to hold the 
moisture, a very thin coat of saw¬ 
dust can be scattered over the whole 
surface. Sprinkling should be done 
twice a day, or more on hot days and 
it *lnust be done lightly or the seed 
will be washed away in spots. Never 
allow the surface to dry while the 
seed is germinating or the lawn will 
be lost. 

The soil for the Lippia lawn is pre¬ 
pared in the same way as the grass 
lawn. The Lippia is started by plant¬ 
ing young rooted divisions about one 
foot apart. These, if well watered 
will soon cover the ground and make 
a dense, close fitting mat resembling 
a lawn. It will grow in sandier, dry¬ 
er soils than gra.ss and will need no 
mowing. It can stand a great deal 
of drought but to have it green and 
dense it should be watered well.

CHANGE? 


IfTlHE llrst snow of the seu.soii htis ftillen, -says a newspaixT 
I X dispatch from a city far up in ('.anutla. King Winter is 
coming to life in the nortlilaiid, getting ready to creep 
south. Old-timers soon will be saying, “The seasons are 
changing. We don’t have the cold weather we had when I 
was a boy.” 

Not so, say the Weather Bureau experts in Wasliington. 
Their records show no radical changes in the sea.sons. 

Weather runs in cycles. It may be exceptionally hot or 
cool or rajoy for several years, but nature soon steps in and 
evens things up. Over long periods the average is about the 
same. 

For instance, accurate weather records have been kept 
since 1780 at New Haven, Conn. These records show that a 
mild winter is counterbalanced later by a cool summer or a 
severe winter. 

Striking an average over 10-year periods, the records show 
that the yearly temperature bus hovered around 50 degrees 
since 1780. 

The warmest July was in 1780, but the thermometer then 
registered almost exactly the same as in July, 1876. 

The coldest January, in the 112 years recorded, occurred 
as late as 1857. The coldest February occurred years after 
the warmest one. 

Back in 1770, Dr. Hugh Williaiiison wrote that the win¬ 
ters of the preceding half century bail been much milder 
than “in the old days.” That is much the same story th4t the 
old-timers tell now. 

It probably has been so since the days of the cave man, 
people imagining that seasons are changing. They get their 
idea from the fact that severe weather occurs only in inter¬ 
mittent cycles. ''And severe weather sticks in the memory, 
while exceptionally mild weather that pulls the long-range
